- Sixtly , he proueth the ſame out of the preheming

- out of the ynirie of our faith . 7; 
And having thus out of holy Scriptures, Cog. 
cells, Decrees of Brſhops, Teſtimomies of ancient 
Fathers , and ſundry other perſpicuous and cleare 
reaſons demonſtrated, that the Biſhop of Rome, 
euen in the firſt age of Gods Church , and within 
the firſt 600 . yeares hath bene acknowledged for 
the Vicar of Chriſt, and exerciſed an{werable w- 
n{diation and authoritie over the whole Church 
of God , he paſleth to the ſecond part of his Booke, 
promiſing to anſ{were 1n the 2 . Setion thereof,

In the 2.Se&ion 
heſetteth down the cauills and obieRions bf the 
aduerſaries pony the doctrine of the Catho- 
licks: and refuteth the largely & with great per- 
ſpicuity - 3N the 3. hedeclareth in what degree of 
certitude this Catholike dodarine is : and g1ueth 
his wdgement of the particular points of the Oath 
whichms called of CAlegiance. 

He ſheweth 1n the beginning of his firſt Setis 
thedo@rine of the Proteſtants to be , that the Bi- 
hops of Rome haue no authority atall ouer Prin- 
cs, and that he cannot in any caſe diſpoſe of 
their dominions or temporall wuriſdicions : and 
that Doctor Barkley 15 almoſt of the ſame opznion 
inabooke lately publiſhed in his name; in which 
heteacheth : firſt , that the Biſhop of Rome is the 
Vicar of Chriſt , the Succeſſor of S. Peter , and the Pa- 
for of the whole Charch : and that he hath moſt full 
and ample power in fpirituall matters. In which 
allo Princes are ſubiet vnto him , as ſheep to 
their Paſtour . Secodly, that he hath no authority 
atall, neyther dire& nor indiredt to difpole of the 
temporall rights or goods of lay men , much leſſe 
of Princes : A as for no cauſe what{oeuer can he 
deprive them of their temporall dominions or 
wnſditions. And laſtly , he affirmeth that the 
Popes, and all other Ecclefiaſticall perſons haue 
bene ſubicR ig all ages to ſecular Princes , and 1n 
as b: Tre fecu- 
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ſecular matters iudged and punithed by hem” 
This ſentence.ſo explicated , this Catholike 
DoRour ſetteth downe the Eommon-opinionef 
Catholikes , which1s , that the authority ofthe 
Pope extendeth alſo vnto temporall matters ;a 
leaſt indire&ly , and ſo farre forth , as is needful 
for the due adminiſtration and conſeruation gf 
the ſpiritual good of Chriſts Church: fo as when 
the crektanſſo of the matter ſhall ſo require, he 
may punith lay people,and Princes alſo 1n tempo. 
rall matters , depriuing them of cheir dorffinions, 
rights, and iuri{di&tions. He obſerueth , as it were 
by the way , the impious fraud, and inconſtancy 
of Proteſtants , who vſe to ſhape the profeſſionof 
their faith , not as beſt bares 1% with the holy 
Scriptures , but as beſt agreeth with their preſent 
| ſtare and purpoſe. The Princes that are their Pa- 
trones and of their Religion , they will hauethem 
receaue their Scepters immediately of God; toac- 
knowledg no Superiour ; to be accomprtable to 
none , & therfore nor {ubieR to the iudgment ofthe 
chiefe Paſtor of Chriſt his Church, & they exclame 
, againſt Catholike DoRours, as iniurious to the ſtate 
of Princes. But if matters of their own Religion be- 
come once in diger , & that the Prince being a Cz- 
tholike, ſeemeth leſſe fauourable vnto them, then do 
they denounce & declare the Princes to be implous 
& wicked , deprived by God of al dignity, ſubieX 
to the wil & furic of the comon people. A few Mi- 
niſters of this new inuented and deformed Church 


are then the iudges of Princes; and the comon p® 
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"lo are by their interpretation of Scripture, arm 
ith authoritie- out of Gods word to execute the 
entence of the Miniſters ypon the Princes . 

\ This he proueth out of the doarine & praftice 
of Luther ,recorded by Sleidan in the 8 . booke of hig 
þſory. And how conteptibly Luther vierh to ſpeak 
of Princes that were his adverſaries, he ſheweth .

of Catholikes , but Se&taries alſo , when they put 
flattery alide , a Prince may be deprived of Tem- 


porall Iuri{dition , 1f he labour to _ true 


Rehigion. Secondly , he ſheweth the difference of 
theſentence of Catholickes & Proteſtants : theſe 
vnderſtand by rae Religion, their herehies , and the 
Inventions of their owne braynes : the Catholiks, 
 Miderſtand cherby the ancient Do&rine of the 
Church, continued for ſo many ages , confirmed 
with ſo many miracles , defended by the writings 
anddeath of ſo many Saints and Martyrs. + 

: Secondly they differ, in that the Proteſtants 
Will haue a / uh Miniſters to be iwudges of Princes : 
Wheras the Catholikes reſerue that power only to 
the chiefeſt Paſtour , who victh to apply all ſweer 
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to depriue the Prince of his dominion and-wunl, 
diction . Thirdly , the Proteſtants proceed in'this 
matter with great ſecrecie, ſuddainnefſe and teme. 
rity : The Catholike Church on the other fide prg. 
ceedeth with great deliberation ,by publike ang 
approued meanes . So as with the Catholikes the 
ſtare of Princes is in great ſecurity , and with the 
Proteſtants full of daunger . | 
Hauing thus 1 FEEY the ſtate of this preſent 
neſtion , he proueth the doarine of the Cathohkg, 

ff out of the Decrees and Teſtimonies of General 
Councells: not for#that he eſteemerh the authority 
of the Councells-to be greater then thar of the 
Scripture; but for that they do more clearely deter. 
mine this matter; andare with Catholicks of yh 
doubted authority . The firft Councell he allead- 
oeth , 15 the great Synod of Laterax vnder Innocent 
the z . out of which he deducech with great per{pt- 
cuity, many forcible arguments, anſwering with- 
all to ſuch obietions, as may any way oCccurre as 
bout the teſtimonies of this Councell .

only the hidden facts of men, their iudgmets,cogirati-

| rained by a reueret feare of the eternall truth, & the 
hacred band of an 04th, they may diſcouer that which 
is hidden and ſecret. 

It may perhaps be ſaid ,that this Oath is to beſo vn- 
derſtood only 1n that ſenſe, But the proper f1gnificatio 
of the words,and the comon manner of ſpeach ſhew- 
ethplainly the contrary . And in theſe publick formes 
thevſuall and ordinary manner of ſpeaking ought to 
beobſerued. And therefore in the end of the forme of 
this 04th , it is ſaid : A// this 1 doplainly & (incerely ac» 
tuovlede & ſweare , according to the expreſſe words here 
by me uttered , and according to the plaine and common 
ſenſe & meaning of the ſame Wordes . 

And now according #9 the expreſſe Words, & accor- 
ding #0 their plaine andcommon ſenſe , the Oath is of the 
thing it ſelf: that is, that our Liege Lord King Iams 
5the ſupreme, lawful, & true King of this Kingdom, 
& all other his Maieſties lands & dominions.lIt 15 one 
thing to ſay that any one is the true King: & another 
thing to ſay , that he is taken & receaued for ſuch. 
And to ſweare the firſt is dangerous ,for that many 
things may be hidden in theſe caſes, which we cinot 
know ; and the Church of Chriſt hath authority (ac+ 
G 2 COr= 
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cording'to the dorine of Catholiks) tomakeathe! 
retical Prince incapable of the Crowne.Bur the ſeegg 
may moreeahly be {\worne:for euery one knowethhie 
owne mynd , & many things may be taken forthar 
which indeed they arenot.For the common eſtimar;. 
on of mens of great weight in theſe matters, ' + 
FovRTHLuY,in the forme of this Oath,is con: 
teyned notonly the danger of Py » but playne'& 
abſolute periury it ſelfe ; which s to affirme thatwith 
an Oath which1s falſe : for heere is expreſly affirmed 
that which at leaſt in the wndgmgtof all Catholikes is 
a manifeſt yntruth . That the Pope hath no authority ta 
depoſe a Prince, nor to diſpoſe of his dominis, nor to gine 
leaue to any other to inuage his Contrey nor #0 abſolue his 
Subieds fro their obedience : all which 15 1n this Booke 
demoſtrated to be falle, & contrary to the dodrine of 
the Catholike Church : and therfore in the indgment 
of Catholikes it 15 manifeſt periury.I wil not ſtad here 
to alleadg the teſtimonies of many ancient wryters, 
who aftirme that the Kingdoms of Enegladand Ireland 
payd Tribute for many ages to the Sea of Rome , and 
were acknowledged to be holden by Graunt from 
thence: albeit I haue not yer ſeene a ſufficient anſwere 
to this matter. 
FIFTHLyY,although the forme of this Oath were 
Not to be ynderſtood of the Popes authority 1n 
it ſelfe: but only of the mind & hy of the per- 
{on that {weareth; & that he ſhould only affirm that 
he acknowledged not any au thority 1n the Pope to 
diſpoſe or ordaine of teporall matters to the preiu- 
dice of the King: yer were it vniuſt and vale 
CO Or 


ibiured which D. Barkley himſelf in the 18. Chap.of 
is Booke confeſſeth to be true, that the Pope may w/e 
the help of Chriſtian Princes in defence of the Church , &5 
give the right & authority to inuade &x poſſeſſe the King- 
lame of another,as appeareth in this Booke nu. 134. 
Andif the Pope can do this (as by the law of nature 
15euidet he may) how can a Catholik ſweare that 
he acknowledgeth no ſuch power & authority to 
appertaine vnto him 2? 
| Neither can it ſuffice, that you fay you meane on- 
ly,that he hath not this authority, matters ſtanding 
now they do,for that it would not be to the pro- 
fit, but rather to the hurt 8& preiudice of the ſpirt- 
tuall good of the Church. This is already refuted : 
& belides the Oath ſpeaketh not of the preſent ſtate, 
3 matters now1tand , but generally of all eſtates, 
n which the kingdome may at any time be hereaf- 
terin future ages - -n 
"Thirdly the forme of this Oath denieth all power 
the Pope to excommunicate Princes; which not- 
mthſtanding both the plaine ſenſe of Scriptures, 
Ctheperpetuall practice of the Church doth giue 
tim. You wil ſay that the power to excomunicate is 
not denyed, but only a certaine effect of excomuni- 
ato, which 1s,that notwithſtading a Prince be ex- 
comunicated,yet ſhal not his SubieRs be releaſed of 
their band of Allegiance. But this effe&t doth neceſ- 
larly follow the ſentece of Excommunication, as the 
MT .--. 
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prattice of the Church for the ſpace of more then 
1200. years dothſhew, which this Author hath ma. 
nifeſtly proued in other places of his Booke.* 

* Fourthly,the Doarine of the Catholick Church 
15 abiured as hereticall & impious, & conſe 


| quently 
all Catholick Do&ours and generall Councels are 


condemned of hereſy & 1mpiety . For thus ſaith the 
Oath:1 do furthermore ſweare,that from my hart 1 do aþ- 
horre deteſt ,and abinre,as impious and hereticall,that di. 
nable dofirine,& poſition;that Princes excomunicated, or 
deprined by the Pope,may be depoſed by their ſubieds, 
any other. Therfore according to this Oath, all thoſe 
Popes, Biſhops, & Do&ours , which are before al- 
leaged in this Treatiſe, are impious, & heretikes:& 
among thereſt $S. Anſelme, $ Thomas, $ . Bonauentare, 
S. Antonin , and as many elſe as haue flouriſhed 
within the ſpace of 500. yeares. 

Impious alſo & hereticall,is the great Concell of 
Lateran,the Councels of Lions,of Confance,of Late 
ran againe, & of Trent. For none of theſe can beex- 
cuſed by ignorice , & yet they all make profeflioof 
this which 1s heere thus condened. And what canbe 
ſayd more impious & hereticall? The Church ther- 
fore according to the dodrine of this Oath, ſhould 
haue byn fallen now, & fayled for the ſpace of 500- 
years, being contaminated & defiled with 1mp1ous 
& heretical doarine.I omit many things els, which 
follow out of this impiety,by which it is euident, 
that no man can fro fis hart deteſt this Catholicks 
Do&rine,as impious & heretical, if he be not ume * 
{clte already fallen deeply into hereſy and my 
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Adeth alſo that he may be murthered- ( which being - 
falſe, the whole clauſe may' be condemned ) 1s buta 
'aine ſhift . For the plaineſenſe of the 04th condem- 
\neth not only the. opinion of murthering , but/alſo.of 
depoling : & he that taketh the Oath, iabwureth both 
the one & the other . And were the ſenfe ambiguous : 
vetcould it nor be taken, it being in a matter which 
Felongeth to faith , as before hath bene ſhewed . 
 Fifthly ; the Subie& 15 comanded by” this Oath 
tolweare , that he belieueth and is 1n confcience- 
relolued , that this 04h 1s of ſuch force , that rhe 
Pope cannot for any cauſe , or vpon any occaſion 
kbolue him from it , or any part therof. In which 
words 15 included a manifeſt daunger of periury. 
And it 1s alfo denied that the Pope hath any power 
toabſolue one from an Oath: which out of Scrip= 
tures, Dottours., and the practice of ſo many ages 
veuident, that the Church and the Chiefe Paſtour 
therof can do in ſome caſes . 
 There1s alſo a danger of periury , for as much as 
'tisalmoſt impoſlible for any prudent man , eſpe- 
cally if he be a Catholike, to belieue from his hart 
& to perſwade himſelfe that this formeof Oath, be- 
ng wholy vnuſuall, & ynheard of in former times, 
and ſocontrary to the c6mon iudgement of all Do- 
cours, & the Decrees of many Concels, & the'pra- | 
aceof the yniuerſall Church; 15 ſo-wuſt , and of ſo 
great force, that in no caſe, & for no canle,it can be 
 Tleaſed. And if he belieue it not from his hart, or if 
doubt of it , he is periured ifhe ſweare ir . 
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lieue in their conſcience, and to ſweare , that th of 
belicue all in/the ſame manner, as is propoſed yt 
them, albeit 1t be moſt oppoſite ro the common} 

arine of Chriſt his Church : This authority ,Hay 
may iuſtly be: deemed the bigheſt and ſuprimey 
ſpiritual] matters, eſpecially it being ſuch , & fo 2rea 
as neuer any Catholike yer durſt giue it to the Popi 
& yet is it given by this 04th in expreſle termes'to# 
{ſecular Prince . --- © -+ (3000 


Many other things of leſſer moment I wil ingly 
omit, But out of this which hath bene ſaid, it clearely: 
appeareth , that his Holines had 1uſt cauſe to detlars? 
& define this Oath to be ynlawfull, &got w be takett? 
Without preiudice of Faith and perill of the Health 
Soales , for that it comteineth many thinges plainely? 
contrary both to fayth 8 ſaluation . Tt is alſo euident?
